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7. For the-first time since 1912, Galeutta was free from open revolu- 
tionary crime. The officers of the Special Branch are to be congratulated on 
this successful result of their long struggle with the revolutionary cons- 
piracy. A number of prominent revolutionaries were arrested ig hiding places | 
in the city during the year, and some significant seizures Of arms and 
seditious literature were made.» sy ‘ , Pe 

8. The number of motor vehicles running in the city continues to 
. Increase and is now estimated at over 5000, including 863 motor-cy¢les. 

There was a regrettable increase in the number of street accidents, 66 of which 
proved fatal, as compared with 54 inthe previous year. ‘The incregse is 
attributed by the Commissioner in oy to the reduction of Street 
lighting. Several gentlemen gave valuable assistance as wSpecial Constables 
in the control of motor traffic, and the institution of a special Bench of 
Honorary Magistrates for the trial of motor cases has helped to expedite the 
proceedings and to save time and trouble to the public. _ - 

Under the provisions of the Calcutta Hackney Carriages Act, 1919, the | 
control of hackney carriages will shortly be transferred from the Caleutta 
Corporation to the Calcutta Police, and. the: Government of India have -re- 
cently sanctioned, pending the final orders of the Secretary of State, the 
Mottin of a new department, to be called the Public Vehicles Department, 
comprising two branches, one for motor vehicles and the other for hackney 
carriages, each with its own establishment in charge of an Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Police, the entire department being administered by a Deputy 
Commissioner of Police. 

9. The Cipematograph Act, passed by the Imperial Legislative Council 
during the year, has not yet been broughtginto force, but the voluntary 
censorship boards established in Calcutta have continued to do valuable work, 
and their control and advice are readily accepted by bioscope proprietors. There 

\ are, howéver, obvious objections toa voluntary system applicable only toa single 
city and with no legal basis for its operations, and it is hoped that the issue of 
regulations under the new Act will not be long delayed. 

10. The working of the Calcutta Fire Brigade continues to be satisfac- 
tory, but the loss of property due to damages by fire and water was | 
large, owing tu several big jute fires during the early part of the year, in which,” 
delay occurred in giving the alarm to the Fire Brigade. The Brigage wad”? 
called out on 526 occasions, as compared with 377 in the previous year. , 

11. The peace of the city was unfortunately broken by an outbreak. of, 
rioting which occurred on the 9th and 10th September and resulted in a 
lamentable loss of life. The causes which led to the disturbances were fully 
reviewed at the time, and it is unnecessary to re-open the matter. The police 
force of Calcutta were subjected to a severe strain, many of the officers and 
men being on duty for forty-eight hours at a stretch, and it isa matter for 
the highest satisfaction that no authenticated case of misconduct of any kind 
on the part of the police was brought to notice, while commendations of their 
behaviour during the riots were received from mapy varied sources. 

12. The Governor in Council has read with pleasure the list of officers 
who have been commended by the is Gone of Police for good work. To

General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyf, into Caleutta® by rail, 
river, Canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the month of April, 1919, 
amounted to 2,557,000 maunds, as against. 1,237,000 maunds in the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year,—an increase of 107 per cent being 
chiefly due to the larger imports of rice from Burma. There was an increase 
(103 per cent) in the imports of coal and coke (9,109,000 maunds as against 
4,498,000 maunds last year). The value of the imports by rail, river, road 
and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece-goods showed an increase of 
188 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 53,58,000 as against Rs, 18,61,000 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo imported during the month of April, 1919, 
decreased by 1981 maunds of ‘94 per cent to 104 maunds. The imports 
of raw jute amounted to 222.000 bales as against 336,000 bales,—a decrease 
of 34 per cent. The importations of gunny bags also showed a decrease 
of 6 per cent (28 million bags as against 30 millions in the preceding year). 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased 
by 29 percent from 549,000 maunds to 708,000 maunds. The imports of 
tea increased by 12 per cent from 137,000 maunds to 153,000 maunds. 


Exports.—The exportsof cotton piecegoods, foreign, front Calcutta* 
by all routes during the month of April, 1919, increased by 9 per cent 
(Bs. i as against Rs. 2,42,75,060 last year). The’ exports of gunny 
bags “Gincluding the exports By sea to foreign countries) increased from 
77 million bags to 99 million bags, and the shipments of guony bags to other 
Indian ports increased from 5 millions to 7 millions in number in the 
period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched from Calcutta 
and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise} decreased from 
404,000 ‘maunds to 369,000 maunds, or by 9 per cent.

‘This arra 
must be-left to the common sense of the teacher; and the rate of 
should differ with individual pupils according to their skill and aptitude.

RAINFALL was general durifig the week, but more rain is wanted for 
transplantation. Seventy-six relief-works were open during the week. The 
number of persons relieved on works was 4,279. The number of persons in 
receipt of gratuitous relief was 20,278, viz., 15,237 on cash doles in 115 unions, 
3,651 on paddy-husking advances, 853 weavers and 587 better class poor. 
The total number of persons relieved was ‘24,557. ‘The decrease in thie 
number of persons on relief-works was due to rain and agricultural opera- 
tions. Some works are being closed, The number of persons relieved on 
private works 1,733. . Also four charitable societies relieved 1,615 other 

. persons by rice doles. Theft of food-grains and petty dacoities attributable _ 
to distress are increasing. The physical condition of workers and public & 
health are. good. Cloth is being distributed to destitutes, . The relief . 
measures are adequate. The price of common rice varies from 5y°; to 54 seers

Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta, by: rail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April and May, 
1919, amounted to 4,294,000 maunds, as against 2,317,000 maunds in the dea ‘ 
sponding period of the preceding egies increase of 85 percent. There 
was an increase (55 per cent) in the imports of coal and coke (17,679,000 
maunds as against 11,888,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, river, 
road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods, showed an increase of 
96 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 1.14.15,0 against Rs. 58,07,000 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo impofted during months of April and 
May, 1919, decreased from 3,000 maunds to 112 maunds, ‘he imports of raw 
jute amounted to 398,000 bales as against 525,000 bales —a decrease of 24 
per cent. ‘The importations of gunny bags also showed a decreas of 33 
per cent (46 million bags asagainst 69 millions in the preceding year). The 
total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased 
by 60 percent from 986,000 maunds to 1,580,000 maunds. ‘The imports of 
sugar decreased by 10 per cent from 148,000 maunds to 133,000 maunds and 
those of tea by 5 per cent from 309,000 maunds to 292,000 maunds. 


Exports.—The exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from Calcutta 
by» all routes during the months of April and May, 1919, increased by 24 per 
cent (Rs. 5,46,70,000 as against#Rs. 4,39,72,000 last’ year). The exports of 
gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 203 million bags to 182 million bags. The quantity of kerosene oil 
despatched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routesand by sea . 
(coastwise) decreased from 801,000 maunds to 675,000 maunds, or by 16 per

2. Financial results—The amount received during the year was 
Rs. 1,957 and that expended was Rs. 580. The accompanying statement I 
shows the particulars of the receipts and expenditure of the past two years 
with explanation of the principal fluctuations, 


3. Trust Funds.—'The opening balance of the year under review was 
Rs. 1,058 and the receipts Rs. 1,23,835 or Rs. 80,541 in excess of that of the 
previous yéar ; the payments were Rs. 1,22,589, leaving a balance of Rs. 2,504 
‘at the close of the year as shewn in statement II annexed. 


4. $Seamen shipped and discharged.—The number of seamen of all nation- 
alities shipped and discharged during the year under report was 174 and 
694, respectively, against 169 and 579 in the previous year asshewn in the 

~ statement IIT annexed. 


5. Inspection of vessels.—'’he number of ships which arrived at this 
port during the year 1918-19 ‘wis 28 (excluding regular coasting steamers) 
against 22 in the previous year; of these 4 ships were manned solely by 
Europeans, 1 ship was manned by Japanese, 14 ships were manned by mixed 
crews.of Europeans, Asiatics and Indians,and 9 ships were manned exclu- 
sively by natives of India. Atl the foreign-going ships were inspected. by 
the Port Health Officer. 


6. Condition of seamen.—There were 16 seamen admitted into *the 
Chittagong General Hospital against 5 during the preceding year. Of the 
total admission 12 were discharged as cured, 2 discharged otherwise, one died 
and one is still in hospital.

1. Character of the Season. —'The rainfall throughout the province’ was * 

in excess of the’ normal everywhere ‘except in the districts of Murshidabad, 
Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly and Dinajpur; where the fall’ was slightly 
defective. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 
IL. Progress of the Agricultural Operations.—Transplantation of winter 
paddy was proceeding under generally favourable conditions, but the progress 
was retarded in some districts of North and West Bengal for want of 
suflicient rainfall. Reaping of autumn paddy and cutting, steeping and 
washing of jute continued. ; 

III. State of Standing Crops.—The condition of autumn paddy, jute and 
other standing crops was fairly good on the whole,

250,000 acres and 100,000 acres, respectively. Taking the average increased 
yields of the improved paddy and»jute. over local races. which they have 
repla to be 8 maunds (240 lbs.) and 2 maunds (160 Ibs.) per acre, 
respectively, we arrive at the conclusion that, in the present year, the Bengal 
cultivator will, in the aggregate, be better off, on this account alone, by 
about Rs. 40 lakhs (£250,000 Bsterling). This figure may be-expected to 
“increase rapidly, for practically the whole rice and jute crops of the province 
will probably be affected in quite a few years. In this case the net income 
of the cultivators of rice and jute in Bengal would be increased by as much 
as Rs. 12 crores (£7,500,000 sterling) per annum.” '

- NTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE Woeanrae ; 
FF CINCHONA PLANTATIONS AND FACTORY IN BENGAL FOR 
THE YEAR 1918-19. , re Ay as ae 
General.—From the beginning of 1875-76, the year in which factory — 
ius began to be NE the end of 1918-19, a period of 44 years, . 
219,200 lbs. of Cinchona Febrifuge were issued. . Up to the end of 1886-87 
this drug was the only and up to the end of 1889-90 the main product of 
the factory, but from 1890-91 onwards its issue steadily declined until 
1914-15 when the scarcity and high cost of quinine brought. Cinchona 
Febrifuge again into medical fashion. During the 18 years 1901-02—1918-19 
the total quantity issued was 79,390 lbs., of which 36,842 Ibs., or, over 
46 per cent., were sold during the last four years, From the beginning of 
1887-88, in which year quinine began to be issued, to the end of, 1918-19, a 
period of 32 years, the total quantity of quinine issued was 577,490 Ibs., 15 oz. 
Of this quantity 242,296 Ibs., or almost 42 per cent. of the tutal, were issued 
during the last four years, .These figures are eloquent of the strain thrown 
on the Department by the demands of the war years. The immediate brunt. 
fell upon the quinine ‘teserve which the Department was fortunately enabled : 
to build up at very low cost and just in time, and which stood at: over. ~ 
163,000 lbs. when war broke out. The reserve, however, could not meet 
indefinitely such a drain, and as during the latter half of the war period. it - 
was impossible to purchase either bark or quinine to supplement it, or even 
to foretell when such could be purchased, recourse was perforce had during 
the last two years to.the otherwise undesirable,expedient of increasing the . 
immediate plantation harvest by eutting out immature acréages.- Thus, the 
average age of the Munsong acreage cut out in 1918-19 was 6°7 years with 
an average total yield per acre of about 2,000 Ibs. against an yield. of . 
3,260 lbs. per acre from Mungpoo, where the average age of the acreage cut 
out was 9 years. In the circumstances this sacrifice of bark increment paid 
well, for the price of such quinine as could be got in the market ranged from 
Rs. 28 to Rs. 60 or more per Ib. as against Rs. 7, the cost of manufacture 
from plantation bark. ‘Still, the fact has to be faced that 2,270 acres. of the 
2,600 now under Qinchona are under’ 7 years of age. To allow of these 
acreages gaining a normal amount of bark increment, only. a normal amount , 
of “thinnings” should be harvested for the next few years. It should be 
possible to arrange for this, as the demand for quinine should now sink to a 
more reasonable level, and there is likely to be available from outside. sources. 
bark to be purchased by the Government of India, which bark with the ;

to keep the factory output up toa normal demand, As the partial sacrifice 
of bark increment was*not in itself sufficient to counteract ‘the heavy drain ~

‘This is a pxgctical 
argument in favour of India endeavouring to produce all the quinine it 
requires, and it is one that is likely during the next decade to present 
. further opportunities of being appreciated, though it is to be hoped not in 
“so pronounced a fashion as on this occasion. 
2. ‘Extensions, acreages and crops.—(«) J/wngpoo.—Rainfall was 136729 
~jgches against an average of 123°56. Violent hailstorms on several occasions 
played havocin the Ginchona nurseries with the result that there was a 
shortage of seedlings, which*prevented the full programme of planting bein 
carried through. Reversion to close planting—4 feet by 4 feet—also dartailed 
the superficial acreage planted. Cinchona-extensions in all were 132 acres, 
consisting of 122 of C. Ledgeriana—100 on Mungpoo and 22 on Sittong divisions 
~ yespectwely,—and 10 of C. Ledgeriana x C. succirubra on Sittong. Nearly 
‘56,700 trees, equivalent to 61 acres, of Cinchona of various ages, but of an 
average age of 9 years, were cut out, yielding 197,929 lbs. of dry bark, © 
an average of 3'4 lbs. per tree or 3,260 lbs. per acre. Of the total 
bark harvest, 3,593 lbs. were C. succirubra, 35,949 lbs. C. Ledgeriana 
x CO. succirubra and 158,387 lbs. C. Ledgeriana. The average quinine. per- 
centage of the Ledger-bark was 5‘11—the highest percentage yet recorded—of 
the hybrid bark 4°26, and of the mixed barks 4°9. At the end of March 1919 
“there were 525 acres under a full complement of Cinchona. During the year 
— 202 acres were reafforested, bringing the total area now planted up with fuel 
and timber trees to 3,040.acres. Over 1,060 tons of wood fuel of value 
Rs. 1,740 and over 3,000 cubic feet. of sawn timber of value Rs. 872 were 
supplied free to the Factory. Two Sirocco driers. were purchased which 
have proved most useful in hastening the drying of bark during the rains. 
”(b) Munsong.—Rainfall was 103°18 inches against an average of 96°10. 
As in Mungpoo, hailstorms did considerable damage and a descent of frost 
killed about 30,000 seedlings. Extensions were 330 acres, consisting of 
258 C. Ledgeriana (74 on Munsong, 44 on Burmiak and 140 on Sangser divisions, — 
respectively), 42 of C. Ledgeriana x C. sucéirubra on Munsong division and

Medicinal plants other than Cinchona. 


Ipecacuanha.—By specially protecting the nurseries all the ‘plants sur- 
vived the cold-weather. About 15,000 cuttings have been struck and the stock _ 
of plants now stands at 70,000. The older plants are now seeding freely. 
This should ‘hasten the time of production of root for manufacture, as there 
should now be less’ newd to utilize roots for propagation. 

Digitalis.—There are now about 4 acres under Digitalis. The plants are 
flourishing and by June 4920 should produce about 4,000 Ibs. of dried leaf. 
The Sirocco driers have proved a great help in dealing with the harvest of 
‘this crop. During the year 80 lbs. of dried leaf were supplied to Medical 


Seton et ium.—About 15 acres have been sown broadeast with C. 
 ambrosioides and C. anthelminticum, but so far this method of cultivation is not

- During the last two years, the question of the administration of the 
Chitt “Hill ‘Tracts has engaged the attention of ‘the Government of 
Bengal. The substitution of territorial for tribal administration, the exten-— 
gion of Settled cultivation among the hillmen and the general advance of 
civilisation have raised new problems and have rendered necessary some 
development of the administrative system. = : 

». A full report on the whole question has been submitted by 
_ Mr. ¥. D- Ascoli, 1.¢.8., tin Biss dennieod to the Hill Tracts in 1918 to make 

* a thorough examination of the existing revenue arrangements and the system 

of land settlements, and to submit proposals for a reformed system making 

‘adequate provision for securing the rights of the cultivators, the headmen and 

the village community. It is neither possible nor desirable to pass orders 

immediately on Mr. Ascdli’s detailed proposals. They must ‘await further 

“Investigation by the new revenue agency which it is clearly necessary to set 
p. His Excellency the Governor has, however, recently visited Rangamati 

and bas discussed the whole problem with the local officers and the Ohicts, 

and it is desirable to set forth the general lines of the policy which Govern- 
ment have decided to adopt. 

8, "The first and most important question is the regulation of plough 
-eultivation which has ‘extended greatly during the past fifty years. Iu 1868, 
there was only one ‘small plough lease in existence. At present, accordin, 
to the returns, which are admittedly imperfect, there are 16,463 nhas = 
holdings, covering an aréa of 42,667 acres and paying a revenue of over ° 

Rs. 75,000. These figures show conclusively that the hillman.is capable of 

settled cultivation and that provision must be made for such cultivation as a 

‘permanent feature of the administration. It is however, unsatisfactory to 

- find that one-eighth of the area ander plough cultivation is held by the 

- Chiefs and that subletting has been sanctioned in more than one-tenth of the 

area, while the area, actually sublet is very. much greater.

These arrangements cannot be allowed to continue. _ The” 
appointment of competent, resident headmen is essential for the working of | 
any system of administration in an area like the Hill ‘I'racts, and the reformed = 
revenue system which it is proposed to introduce will be unworkable without 
it. Steps must, therefore, be taken to appoint competent resident headmen in - 
all villages where the existing headmen are minors or absentees, or otherwise _ 
incapable of performing their duties. The Chiefs will no longer act as 
heat tabn, except in the villages in which they themselves reside.. They have 
represented that they sien receive compensation for’ the loss of their 
income as headmen in other villages, and their claim will be considered on ~ 
receipt of further particulars; which they have been called upon to furnish, —_, 
In the case of those minor headmen whose appointment has been recognised 
by the Superintendent, temporary arrangements may be made for carrying on 
the duties of headmen, until the minors become capable of taking ap their” 
posts. Subject to this exception, the list of headmen must be thoroughly — 
revised on local enquiry, and the District Officer must satisfy himself that 
only. men who are thoroughly competent to perform their duties and enjoy the 
confidence of the people are allowed to retain their posts. Consultation with 
the villagers regarding the selection of headmen is essential and should not

* _ 18. In regard to the official administration of the district, it is proposed 
to substitute a member of the Indian Civil Service as Deputy Commissioner 
for the existing Superintendent, and to divide the district into three subdiyi- 
sions corresponding with the*Chioefs’ circles, each in charge of a Subdivisional ~ 
Officer, who will be directly responsible to the. Deputy Commissioner for the 
administration of his subdivision, These changes will be introduced about 
the beginning of the next financial year. The nbw Deputy Commissioner will 
in the first place proceed to make himself acquainted with the district and its 
inhabitants and will arrange to start an experimental survey and record-of- 
rights in selected typical areas during the cold weather of 1920-21. In the

The transition from 
nomadic to settled cultivation is bound to create troubles and difficulties, 
calling for constant care and wat®hfulness, and it will be an important part 
of the duties of the new adininistrative agency to do all that can be done to 
assist the people at this juncture. Further investigation of the problem is 
necessary before any definite action ean be taken, but the Governor in 
‘Council, as a preliminary measure, “has arranged for the establishment of an

THE WEEK ENDING 27th SEPTEMBER 1919, 


THE rainfall during the week was insufficient. The agricultural 
prospects are favourable, Highty-eight relief works were open during the 
week, The number.of persons relieved on works was 18,067. The number 
of persons in receipt of gratuitous relief of all kinds was 7,852, viz., 2,807 on 
cash doles in 18 unions, 3,683 on paddy husking advances, 782 weavers and 
580 better class poor. The grand total of persons relieved was 25,919. The 

_ inerease in the number of persons on relief works was due to the completion 
of field operations, and the decrease in the numbers in receipt of cash doles 
was due to the closure of gratuitous relief in 63 unions. The number of 
persons relieved on private works was 725. The charitable societies also 
relieved 40) persons by weekly doles and 900 persons by daily doles and 
cooked food. During the week eight cases of theft of paddy and rice were 
reported, Public health is on the whole good. The outbreak of malaria and 
influenza, is reported from certain localities. Cloth is being distributed to 
destitutes. The relief measures are adequate. The price of common rice 
varies from 5} to 5} seers in the rupee.

‘There was an unprecedented flood at the end of August which swept over the © 
whole of the ganja mahal and destroyed -* seedlings and in consequence a 
low outturn was apprehended. A further area of 250 bighas was sanctioned 
for cultivation. The cultivators took ufmost care to make good the loss. 
Fresh nurseries were prepared as soon, as the flood receded. The crop of 
many plots was considerably damaged by caterpillar. Red spider pest also 
damaged the crop to some extent. The outturn, however, eventually proved 
to be better than what. had been anticipated, being 2 maunds 11 seers and 
11 chataks per bigha. This shows that under the new system the cultivators 
will take much more trouble, as they are assured of the sale of the whole 
erop and cannot, on the other hand, speculate on high prices by the smallness 
of *the outturn.

72, Licenses and Revenue.—T'wo hundred and fifty-two licenses were 
issued during the year to chemists and druggists for the sale of cocaine, as ~ 
compared with 227 in 1917-18. Forty-two permits for the possession of — 
‘cocaine were issued free to managers of hospitals or dispensariés not under 
Government supervision, viz., twenty licenses for tea gardens in Jalpaiguri, 
five for charitable dispensaries in Midnapore, four in the. 24-Parganas, three 
in each of the districts of Nadia and Tippera, two in Murshidabad and-oné. 
each in Burdwan, Calcutta, Khulna, Faridpar and Noakhali. Eighteen - 
permits were issued to qualified medical practitioners and dentists in Calcutta, 
twelve in Burdwan, three in Chittagong, two in each of the districts of the _ 
24-Parganas and Faridpur and one in Nowedl for possession and use of the 
drug in the course of their practice. The total revenue. from license fees 
amounted to Rs. 267 durmg the year as compared with Rs. 231 in 1917-18. 

73. Preventive operations and illicit transactions.—The illicit trade 
in cocaine seems to have declined to some extent for want of supplies from 
Germany and Austria, though, as noted in the last year’s report, cocaine of 
Japanese origin has appeared in the market, and there are indications to 
show that opium is exchanged for cocaine by smugglers.. The abuse of 
cocaine continues in the Caloutta district and in the neighbouring parts of 
the 24-Parganas district, in the town of Burdwan and in the Serampore 
subdivision of the Hooghly district. ‘The Collector of Dacca reports that the _ 
habit of taking cocaine which was prevalent among some low-class» Maho- 
medans and women in Dacea has greatly decreased. The number of persons 
convicted of illicit possession, sale or smuggling of cocaine fell from 191 to 
783. In Calcutta the number was 164 as compared with 162 in 1917-18. No 
case deserving of special mention in this chapter was brought to light in the 
year under review ; this was no doubt due to the scarcity of the drug. 

The total quantity of cocaine seized in Bengal during the year was 23 lbs. 
and $ ounce, as compared with 39 Ibs. 7 ounces 888 grains in 1917-18. Only 
24 ounces 841 grains were seized outside the Caleutta district and of this 
quantity more than 24 ounces’ were seized in Burdwan. In Calcutta 136 
ounces were seized by Excise Officers, 201 ounces by Customs officers and 
74 ounces by Police officers.

Forecasts, one the broadcasted deep water rice found mostly in Eastern — 
Bengal and sown from the beginning of March onwards, the other and more 
important crop being transplanted from seed-beds in July‘and August. Early 
rainfall (Kut not floods) suits the sowing of the broadcast crop and of 
seed-beds for the transplanted varieties. Good general rainfall in July amd” 
August permits of a large area of the transplanted.crop being planted, while 
plentiful showers in October secure a full erop in those districts. where 
the soil is, on account ofits high situation or of its comparative sity, not 
ideally suitable for paddy cultivation. Both crops are harvested about the

Character of the season.—'The- weather was, on account of drought, 
unfavourable for the sowing- of low land broadcast aman rice in February 
and March. In consequence a good deal of the low land crop was sown - 
Jate, on showers in the beginning of April.. This portion of the crop was 
considerably benefited by the comparatively scanty rain and slow rise of the 
rivers in May and June, and its condition may now be said to be good, 2 

Regarding transplanted aman, in the Burdwan Division the season 
has so far been uniformly favourable for the crop, which promises very well 
in consequence. In the Presidency Division conditions were not quite §0~ 

_ good. In North and East Bengal the ‘short rainfall: in July and August 
retarded transplanting very considerably. Late in August, however, and 
also in September, there has been good rainfall throughout North and East

The cyclone which passed over East Bengal on September 24th, 1919, 
did comparatively little damage to the rice crop, excepting in the case of deep 
water paddy growing in water. where a strong current was running.

Acreage.— According to the figures returned by district officers the total. 
area under. the winter rice crop is 15,379,400 acres, .48 compared with

Outbreak of malaria is 
reported. The price of common rice varies from 5 to 58 seers in the rupee, 
Burma rice is being sold.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 


THE following tables are intended to show the trade by all routes, i.e. 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta block* in certain selected 
articles during the five months, April to August, 1919, as compared with the - Fi 
corresponding period of 1918 and 1917. The Statistics have been compiled — 
from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Railway Audit. 
Oflices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Galeutta, 
the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. 


General Summary. 


Iniports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Caleutta by rail. 
' river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the five months, April to August, 
1919, amounted to 9,510,000 maunds, as against 5,254,000 maunds in the ‘corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 81 per cent. There 
was an increase (26 per cent) in the imports of coal and coke (41,791,000 ° 
inainds as against 33,271,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, river, road, ~ 
und sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed an increase of 73 
per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 4,02,98,000 as against Rs. 2,32,57,000 - 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo imported duting the five months, April to- 
August, 1919, decreased from 4,407 maunds to 1,431 maunds. The imports of 
raw jute amounted to 1,219,000 bales as against 1,965,000 bales—a dectease of 
38 per cent. The importations of gunny bags also showed a decrease of $4 
per cent (128 million bags as against 193 millionsin the preceding year). The 
total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) mtn 
by 62 percent, from 2,692,000 maunds to 4,369,000 maunds. The imports o 
sugar decreased by 24 per cent, from 309,000 maunds to 235,000 maunds, and 
those of tea by 10 per cent, from 1,200,000 maurds to 1,084,000 maunds. 
Exports.—'he exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from Caleurta 
by.all routes during the five months, April to August, 1919, decreased by 9 
per cent (Rs. 9,76,87,000 as against Rs. 10.73,39,000 last year), The,export§ of 
gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 572 million bags to 439 million bags, and the shipments of gunny bags to 
other Indian ports decreased from 17 millions to 16 millions in number in 
the period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched from 
Calcutta and Budge-Badge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise) increased 
from 2,179,000 maunds to 2,390,000 maunds, or by 10 per cent. :

The Report on the working of the Co-operative Societies in Bengal for the year ending the 30th 
June 1919. : 

1. One of the principal features of the previous year was the strain 
which had been put upon societies by the low price obtained by cultivators 
for their jute and: ride ; recoveries were seriously affected and _ societies 
showed caution in advancing loans. A sharp contrast is afforded by the 
report. of the present year under review, when better prices were obtainable 
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Or jute and"the’price of: ri¢e ‘rose. to pie a" Cay ; Th oug 
Registrar in his report makes certain resery ions in drawing a@eduction 
from these facts and points out that the bulk of the societies lie in jute areas, 
it is significant that the rise in the price of both the riceand jute produced by 
the members synchronised with an increase in the financial prosperity of " 
the co-operative societies to which they belong. © = tie ae 
2. During the year under report the increase in the number of societies 
was 615, in the number of members 16,021, and in the working capital 
Rs. 36,34,692, compared with 557 societies, 19,538 members and Rs. 41,68,578, 
the increase of the previous year. That there was no greater expansion is 
due to the care with which applications for societies have been serutinised, 
a sound measure dictated by past experience of unsound societies formed 
in haste and in ignorance of the principles and duties of co-operation. ~ 
With the increase in societies, the number of inspectors rose from 41 
to 50 and honorary organisers from 45 to 48. The number of auditors 
rose from 14 to 28 and two divisional auditors were appointed in the year by 
Government. Audit is of the first importance); and it is satisfactory to 
learn that a proper detailed audit is now one of the chief features of 
the working of the department, peed 
3. Repayments during the year were good ; but, though there was,a 
corresponding mcrease in advances, some caution was still exhibited in 
advancing loans. The central banks advanced Rs. 324 lakhs and recovered 
Rs. 23 lakhs in 1918-19 against Rs. 18 lakhs and Rs. 10$ lakhs, respectively, 
in 1917-18. Similarly, the agricultural societies advanced Rs. 28 lakhs and 
recovered Rs, 23} lakhs in 1918-19, against Rs. 23$ lakhs and Rs. 15} lakhs, 
“respectively, in the previous year. Two other satisfactory featutes are that 
* the amount of loans overdue’to' such societies was reduced by Rs. 6 lakhs and 
that their reserve funds were increased from Rs. 93 to Rs. 144 lakhs. , 
4. The progress of the Bengal Provincial Co-operative Federation, Ld., 
which was opened in the previous year, surpassed expectation, By the 80th 
% June 1919, 49 central banks and 8 other societies had joined it. The 
"Federation received Rs. 10} lakhs of the idle funds of its members for invest- 
ment and made repayments to the’extent of Rs. 8 lakhs ; and it saved one 
central: bank from disaster during the year under review. Of the Rs. 13 
lakhs of deposits taken our from central banks at a high rate of interest it 
repaid nearly Rs. 4 lakhs. The. assertion of the Registrar that the Federa- 
tion has already accomplished the purposes for which it was formed, viz., to 
keep money employed all the year round by the utilisation of the surplus 
funds of its members and to assist them in other ways as far as possible, 
appears therefore to,;be well founded. ed ie hie roth ii 
_ 5, The number of central banks increased from 52 to 58, their. working 
capital from Rs. 674 lakhs to Rs. 824 lakhs, and their paid-up share ‘capital 
from Re. 10 lakhs to Rs. 11$ lakhs. At present only 14 of these banks have 
appointed paid secretaries ‘or assi8tayt secretaries. 'The number of unions 
decreased from 13 to 12 in the yeafunder review ; but they are reported to 
be neither successful nor popular in Bengal.” “> 
6. Agricultural societies have increased in numbers ‘from 2,067 ‘at the 
end of 1915-16 to 2,857, 3,874 and 8,923 -at the end of the years 1916-17, 
1917-18 and of the year under review, respectively. Practically all the new 
societies formed during the year were of the type based on sifares, a type 
re-introduced during the year. Many of the .old societies. have also now 
adopted bye-laws providing for shares. During the year the membershi 
increased from 1,25,590 to 1,834,755, and the working capital from Rs. 80 
lakhs to Rs. 92} lakhs. Much good work was dove by the department in the 
direction of the purification of societies. Large societies of which the 
membership. was too large to admit of the members being thoroughly 
acquainted with one another were split up ; but the most important ie of 
this description was the nursing of bad societies in the attempt to improve 
them and»the liquidation of incurably bad societies. No less than‘’81 societies 
were liquidated during the year, against 29 inthe previous year ; and, as a 
result of the facilities afforded by the Bengal Public Demands Recovery 
(Amendment) Act, 1918, realisations in societies under liquidation have been 
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yrers ; but the hope may be confidently expressed that with the more 
_ stringent system of audit now in force, the prosecution of certain dishones 
~ -office-bearers and the awakening of the members of the societies. to the fac 
‘of their unlimited liability, the day of dishonest office-bearers will be gone. 
_ It is gratifying to note that many instances of the excellent. social, moral, and 
economic efforts of the societies continue to be reported. In particular, it is 
significant of the ultimate practical effect of the existence of the societies 
that in the Gaibandha subdivision a group of societies maintain that they 
have not only reduced the rates of interest normally charged in'the area for 
themselves, but for all other residents in it. 
-.. 7%. Gonsiderable activity was displayed during the year in the develop- 


* ment. of agricultural non-credit and non-agricultural societies, of which the 


- has increased, whilst its Bengali equivalent, the “ Bhandar,.’ is muuch appre- 


number increased from 17 and 203, respectively, in the previous year to 31 
‘and 262 m the year under review. First and foremost may be mentioned 
the Naogaon Ganja Cultivators’ Co-operative Society; Ld. which has 
successfully ousted the ganja brokers. During the year it realised a profit 
of Rs. 3 lakhs. Its activities are now being expanded in the directicn of a 
purchase and sale society; cattle insurance, a demonstration farm, education, 
medicine, relief of distress and town improvement. In fact it is making a 
, bid, justifiable both on the grounds of efficiency and financial stability, to 
monopolise the local self-government of the ganja mahals. Owing to ‘the 
importance of its work Government has lent to the society the services of 
Khan Bahadur Ata-ur-Rahman, Deputy Collector, as its chief executive 
officer. Next in importance comes the development of the weaving industry, 


particularly in the dfstrict of Bankura. The number of weaving societies ~ 


has increased from 65 to 100, 28 of which were added in Bankura ; and 
towards the end of last year the organization of the Bankura Industrial . 
Od-operative Union was ehected. At the beginning of the year, however, 


the prospects of the union were blank owing to the fluctuations in the K 


price of yarn and vf piece-goods,’ but two good orders which were. 
received about Christmas time were so well executed that they put thé 

- union on its feet. At the end of June 41 societies were affiliated to it. 

A credit of a lakh of rupees was given by the Federation and a guarantee 
~ against loss of a quarter of a lakh was given by Government to the 
union in order that it might give relief by employment to weavers 
during the famine in Bankura. The guarantee has not been drawn on. On 
the contrary a profit was made and 500 families of weavers were kept off 
the famine-relief works. The Governor in Council is indebted to the Revd. 
Mr. A. E. Brown and Professor Banerjee for the success of this scheme. 
Nevertheless there are still many obstacles to the development of these 
weaving societies in Bankura to be surmounted by co-operation. Amongst 
other societies may be mentioned the milk societies in the neighbourhood of 

Calcutta which are beginning to be reckoned with as of importance in 

connection with the supply of pure milk to Calcutta; the Sundarbans 

Supply and Sale Society at Khepupara which cleared a profit of Rs. 6,000 
__ over its rice transactions ; the Khelar Irrigation Society in Midnapore where 

the fields irrigated by the society yielded four or five times as much rice 

, aalosogs as the adjoining lands which were affected by drought; and the 

Central Co-operative Anti-malaria Society which was organised at the end 
. of the year with the object of propagating the formation of primary anti- 

malaria societies in the mufassaljand to assist them when formed. Several

THE following report on the state of the salt market for the second 
quarter of the year 1919-20, comprising the months of July, August and 
September 1919, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for genéral 
information, 

"2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter. 
amounted to 2,892,168 maunds (including 2,275,152 maunds issued under the 
credit system), as compared with 2,071,412 maunds (including 1,506,424 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 
3,047,605 maunds (including 2,388,658 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 39,68,466 (including Rs. 32,00,209 udjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 24,72,946 (including Rs. 17,71,330 adjusted 
under the.credit system).in the previous quarter, and Rs. 31,87,150 (including 
Rs. 23,82,659 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. , 

3. The subjoined Table I shows in detail the importations into the Port 
of Calcutta and the total clearances of sea-imported ‘salt during the quarter,

Magistrates of a monthly list of emigrants engaged by garden sardars. The 
large and unprecedented increase in the number of emigrants despatched ¥ 
the labour districts was the most marked feature of the year. ; 2 

2. One thousand five hundred and twenty-two garden-sardars (inelud- 
ing’ 353 sardarnis) were employed during the year in this Presidency as 
against 640 (including 190 sardarnis) in the year 1917-18. All*of them 
worked under the control of duly licensed local agents. ‘he number of local ° 
agents’ licenses issued during the year was 6, or one less than in the 
previous year. * 

8. Recruiting operations were conducted in the districts of Burdwan, 
Midnapore, Bankura and Birbhum, where 2,364 emigrants’ were reéruited 
during 1918-19 as against 508 in the preceding year. The largest number 
of emigrants went from the districts of Midnapore, Bankura and Burdwan, 
viz., 1,458, 701 and 146, respectively. No criminal case connected ‘with emi- 
gration was reported daring the year 1918-19.

2. Changes in area and administration.—The only real change made — 
in the area under the different classes of forests during the year was due to 
the notification of several areas aggregating 4 square miles’in the Darjeoling, 
Jalpaiguri and Buxa divisions as reserved forest. The total area of all’ 
classes of forests, however, decreased by one square.mile to 10,701 square 
miles owing to the calculation of the areas.of the Sitapahar reserve and of 
the Lebong Cantonment protected forests. | oe La: ae ‘ 

3. Reservation and demarcation,—Apart from the four square miles 
mentioned .in the previous paragraph no progress has been made in the final 
notification of the proposed Ramshai, Khairbari and Torsa reserves owing 
to lack of funds.: Repairs to 1,823 miles of boundary were carried out against 
1,260 in the previous year. There still remain 124 miles of boundary to be 
demarcated, of which 90 form the provincial boundary between Bengal in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts and Burma. It is important that this work should be 
completed as soon as.possible. ‘ Gu 

4. Working-plans,—The revised working scheme for the Kurseong 
division for the year 1919-26 was ‘sanctioned early in the year. The revised 
working-plans for the Jalpaiguri and Buxadivisions were completed. During 
the year the compilation of working-plans for the forests in the Chittagong 
and Chittagong Hill Tracts divisions was commenced. Plans now exist or ~ 

. are under compilation for all’ areas for which they are required except for 
64 square miles. 

5. Communications and buildings.—One mile of cart road and seven 
miles of bridle-path were constructed during the year. It is satisfactory to 
learn that 12 miles. of inspection foot-paths were also constructed in the 
Kasalong and Sitapahar ranges ‘in the Chittagong Hill Tracts division and. 
that they will be useful to the public. The total expenditure on commufnica- 
tions amounted to Rs. 18,757 against Rs. 15,904 in the previous yéar. The 
total expenditure on buildings was Rs. 33,550 against Rs. 25,311 in 1917-¥8. 

6. ‘Protection.—The number of forest offences repotted during the year 
was 3,694 as compared with 2,780 in the previous year. ‘The increase is 
mainly attributed to increased vigilance by the subordinate staft owing to the 
grant of adequate rewards to them for the detection of offences, partly to the 
prolonged drought in the hot weather of 1919 leading to scarcity of fodder and 
consequently to unauthorised grazing. partly to the large influx of tea garden 
coolies ignorant of forest rules into the Buxa and Jalpaiguri divisions, an 
partly to the-greater expense of living. In 93 per cent. of cases taken into _ 
the court ¢onvictions were secured.

Conservator of Forests, was placed on special duty under the Director of 
Industries to enquire into the industrial possibilities of the forests of Bengal. 
On return from leave Mr. J. C. Carroll, Deputy Conservator of Forests, was 
deputed as Forest Utilisation Officer to carry out further investigations ; 
_and Mr, J. A. Pilgrim, u.r.c.. was deputed in the month of June last to 
investigate tannin materials in the Sundarbans. A lease of 120 square miles 
if the Buxa forests was given to Messrs. Davenport & Oo. for the extrac- 
‘tion of all trees other than sal by duly controlled fellings for the manu- 
facture of tea chests and three-ply wood. Arrangements were under 
diseussion for the grant of a lease of an area in the Kasalong reserve in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts to Messrs. Andrew Yule & Oo., for the extraction of 
bamboos for ‘the manufacture of paper pulp. An application by the Acme 
Tea Chest Company for the grant of a lease to extract timber for three-ply 
tea chests in some of the reserved forests in Chittagong also came under 
the consideration of Government. No applications were, however, received 
from Indian capitalists. ‘

No. 1F.-31-1, dated the 17th January 1912, desired that the orders of Local

and thanges’ of the preceding five years so as to indicate the direction ing 
which the provincial forest policy is tending. This review is due this year. 
An account of the main features of forest working during the quinquennium 
will, therefore, be found in chapter VII of the report of the Conservator. 
Except towards its termination the. period has not been marked by any 
important devélopment. ‘This is due to the fact that it roughly corresponded 
with the duration of the war when industrial development, except that due 
to the war, was dormant, expenditure was reduced to a minimum, and new 
‘Schemes were kept in abeyance, The average annual total receipts during 
_ the last five years have been Rs. 14,538,023 as compared with Rs. 14,63,702 
during ‘the period from 1909-10 to 1913-14, and the average annual surplus 
from Rs. 8,17,159 to-Rs. 7,583,671. An increase of revenue 18, however, 
now expected under the agreements made or under consideration for the

Character of the season.— As reported in the first forecast, the weather 
has been favourable throughout for the broadcast aman rice crops. In West 
Bengal it was also exceptionally good for transplanted aman rice in the 
period July-September. Insufficient rain in October, however, affected the 
yield of crops on high lands to a slight extent. In Hast and North 
Bengal the conditions were not good for-transplanted rice in July and August 
owing to deficient rainfall during this period. At one time matters looked 
somewhat serious, and large areas were transplanted at a later date than is 
usual. In September, however, tlie rainfall was generally in excess and the 
heavy rain brought by the cyclone in East Bengal did great good to late 
transplanted rice. On the whole, it may be said that the broadcast aman 
rice is very good and that the transplanted rice crop is satisfactory. 


Acreage.— According to district officers’ estimates the total area under 
winter rice amounts to 15,551,400 acres as against 15,379,400 acres in the 
first forecast,of this year and 15,962,100 acres in the corresponding forecast 
of last year. The increase of 172,000 acres over the first foreéast was due to 
good rainfall in September. 


Outturn.—From the district returns appended. it wil be seen that 
Bankura, Malda and Bakarganj report more than a normal crdép and 
seventeen districts report a crop between 80 and 92 per cent. The outturns 
for the remaining seven districts are as follows :— 


Burdwan, Hooghly, Rangpur and Noakhali (75 per cent. each), Nadia 


and “ncaa (67 per cent. each), and the Chittagong Hill ‘Tracts (50 per 
cent). 

As compared with the first forecast the crop has improved in ten 
districts, deteriorated in eleven and remained stationary in. the rest.

Area sown.—Oilseeds are grown chiefly in Rajshahi, Dacea and the 
Presidency Divisions. In the other two divisions the cultivation is small. 
The total area. under these crops (excepting sesamum for which separate 
forecasts are issued) is reported to be 1,280,000 acres this year against 
1,296,800 and 1,304,800 acres respectively in the corresponding and final 
forecasts of last year. _ 

Character of the season.—The rainfall in September was generally in 
excess of the normal in North and East Bengal and was somewhat defective in 
West Bengal. There was plenty of moisture in the soil for preparatory tillage 
which began in usual time. Light rain in October facilitated the sowings of 
the crops. In the early part of November, the sowings were somewhat 
retarded in some parts of West Bengal through lack of soil moisture, but 
rainfall in the middle of the month greatly facilitated matters. The outlock 
is, s0 far, reported to be promising.

I. Another epoch has-been reached to-day in the Councils of India. 
[have given my Royal assent to an Act which will take its place among the 
great historic measures passed by the Parliament of this Realm for the better 
government of India and the greater contentment af her people.” The Acts 
of seventeen hundred and seventy-three “and seventeen hundred and eighty- 
four were designed to establish a regular system of administration and justice 


- under the Honourable East India Company. The Act of eighteen hundred

and thirty-three opened the door for Indians to public office and employment. 
“The Act of eighteen hundred and fifty-eight transferred the administration 


7 from the Company to the Crown and laid the foundations of pubjic life which 


exist in India to-day. The Act. of eighteen hundred and sixtysone sowed the

and it is timely and fitting that I should invite bigs to-day to consider i's 
past and to joinme in my hopes of the future. 


Il. Ever since the welfare of India was confided to us, it has been held 
as a sacred trust by our Royal House and Line. In eighteen hundred and 
fifty-eight Queen Victoria of revered memory solemnly declared herself 
bound to her Indian subjects by the same obligations of duty as to all her 
other subjects; and she assured them religious freedom and the equal and 
impartial protection of law. In his message to the Indian people in nineteen 
hundred and three my dear father King Edward the Seventh announced 
his determination to maintain unimpaired the same principles of humane 
and equitable administration. Again, in his proclamation of nineteen 
hundred. and eight, he renewed the assurances which had been given fifty 
years before and surveyed the progress which they had inspired. On my . 
accession to the throne in nineteen hundred and ten.I séent a message to the 
Princes and peoples of India acknowledging their loyalty and homage and 2 
promising that the prosperity and happiness of India should always be to 
me of the highest interest and concern. In the following year! visited India 
with the Queen-Empress and testified my eee. for her people and my . 
desire for their well- being. 


Ill. While these are sentiments of affection aa devotion by which I 
and my predecessors have been animated, the Parliament ‘and the people of ~ 
this Realm and my officers in India have been equally zealous for the moral 
and material advancement of India. We have endeavoured to give to her _ 
people the many blessings which Providence has bestowed upon ourselves. 
But there is one gift which yet remains and without which the progress of a 
country cannot be consummated; the right of her people to direct her affairs 
and safeguard her interests. The defence of India against foreign aggres- 
sion is a duty of common Imperial interest and pride. The control of her 
domestic concerns is a burden which India may legitimately aspire to taking 
upon her own shoulders. The burden is too heavy to be borne in full until - 
time and experience have brought the necessary strength; but, opportunity 
will.now be given for experience to grow and for Senay: Ma increase 
with the capacity for its fulfilment. 


IV. I have watched with understanding aad sympathy the growing 
desire of my ‘Indian people for representative institutions. Starting from 
small beginnings this ambition has, steadily’ strengthened its hold upon the 
intelligence of the country. It has pursued its course along Constitutional 
channels with sincerity and courage. It has survived the’discredit which _ 
at times and in places lawless men sought to cast upon it by acts of violence,” 
committed under the guise of patriotism. It has been stirred to more vigor- 
ous life by the ideals for which the British Commonwealth fought in the . 
Great War and it claims support in the part which India has taken in our — 
common struggles, anxieties and victories. In truth the desire after political 
responsibility has its source at the ea of the British | connection with India.”

FE hia With the same sympathy and with redoubled interest I shall watch 
eo progress along this road. The path will not be easy and in marching 
| towards the goal there will be need of. perseverance and of mutual forbear- 
_ ance between all sections and races of ‘my people in India. I am confident 
B "that those high qualities will be forthtoming. I rely on the new popular 
| assemblies to interpret wisely the wishes of those whom they represent and 
not. to forget ‘the interests of the massés who cannot yet be admitted to the 
franchise. I rely on the leaders of the people, the Ministers of the future} 
to face responsibility and endure to sacrifice much for the common interest 
| of the State, remembering that true patriotism transcends party and com- 
minal boundaries; “and while retaining the confidence of the legislatures, 
- to co-operate with my officers for the common good in sinking unessential 
F differences and in maintaining the essential standards of a just and generous 
“Government. Equally do I rely on my Officers to respect their new colleagues 
| -and to wofk with them in harmony and kindliness; to assist the people and 
| their representatives in an orderly advance towards free institutions; and 
to find in these new tasks a fresh opportunity to fulfil as in the past their 
. highest purpose of faithful service to my people. 


VI. It.is my earnest desire at this time that so far as possible any trace 
of bitterness between my people and those who are responsible for my Govern- 
ment should be obliterated. Let those who in their eagerness for political 
progress have broken the law in the past respect it. in future. Let it become 
possible for those who are charged with the maintenance of peaceful and 
orderly Government to forget extravagances they have had to curb. A new 
era is opening. Let it begin with a common determination among my 
people and my officers to work together for a common purpose. I therefore 
direct my Viceroy to exercise in my name and on my behalf my Royal 
clemency to political offenders in the fullest measure which in his judgment 
is compatible with public safety. I desire him to extend it on this condition 
to persons who for-offences against the State or under any special or emergency 
| legislation are suffering from imprisonment or restrictions upon their liberty. 
| I trust that this leniency will be justified by the future conduct of those whom 

‘it benefits and that all my subjects will so demean themselves as to render it 
j , nner to enforce the laws for such offences hereafter.
